Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 25-29 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art failed to 
establish a flexible printed wiring board comprising a metal film, a resin coating on the metal 
film, an opening formed in resin coating and a metal bump located in the opening connected at 
its bottom face to the metal film and having height greater than the thickness of the resin coating 
where the resin coating is removed at the portion located at a top face of the metal bump and top 
face of the metal bump is exposed from the surface of the resin coating.
